THE WAR EAGLE. 


A Steamer Dashed to Destruction Against 
a Railroad Bridge. 


KEOKUK, November 5.—The steamer War 
Eagle on her way down from St. Paulto St. 
Louis with a heavy trip, struck the Keokuk 
briage last night, carrying away a whole span 
of the structure, after which the boat headed 


to the shore and sank near the sub- 
merged railroad track in _ fifteen feet 
ot water. The packet was attempting 


to pass through the draw, but was “afiled by 
the eddies and cross-currents and swung 
round against the bridge. The clerk of the 
War Eagle, Capt. Gregg, gave the following 
particulars: ‘*‘My attention was ¢alled to the 
dunger after the whistles had;+blown, ap- 
proaching the bridge, by Wm. Holmes, the 
third clerk, who came into the cabin twice, 
throwing up hishands. Hesaid to me the second 
time, ‘She’s gonethistime sure enough.’ I 


saw that we were going to strike the bridge, 
and 1 gave the alurm to the ladies'in the cabin, 
telling them all to follow me. Iranto the lar. 
board gangway onthe guard and shouted to 
the passengers to get out on the hurricane 
geck. Assoonasthe boat struek the bridge 
the span vave wav with aterribie Crash, and, 


looking forward, I saw that the farward end of 
the boat was bearing | On toe 
west pier, her stern having cleared 


the east pier, wherethe break in the bridge 
occurred. [I then ran abreast the smoke- 
stacks on the larboard side and assi-ted to pass 
the passengers out on the’ bridge until the boat 
swuny off. Tuere were a few ladies left on the 
boat. She floated with the strong current and 
rounded head down streamto a point below 
the elevator, where we gota line ashore, ani 
with the aid of one wheel and the assistance of 
i dredge boat we made the 
boat fast near the railroad track. 
One wheel was entirely gone. The steamer 
Penguin got up steam and came toour assist- 
ance, taking off the paggage. The remaining 
ladies were taken ashore in a Skiff.’’ Itis re- 
ported that three lives were lost in tnecon- 
fusion. 


The War Eagle. 

A POST-DISPATCH reporter found Com. W. 
F. Davidson, President of the Keokuk North- 
ern Line Company, in Carroll & Powell's in- 
surance office this morning, and inter- 
viewed him concerning the disaster. 

‘‘The first I heard of it,’’ the Commodore 


said, ‘*was at2o’clock this morning, when I 
received a eer from Keokuk 
informing me of the accident and giving 
pretty muchthe same details as those you 
are already in possession of.’’ 

‘*Is the boat an entire loss?’’ 

‘‘Thope not. But I can’t say exactly what 
the damageis. Idon’t think she is an entire 
loss. She is at rest now, whatever the damage 
has been, and we’ve got to wait to find out.’’ 

é ‘Do you know if any passengers have been 
Llost?’’ 


‘‘I don’t believe anybody has been 
lost. The telegrams to wus. say no- 
thin about any logs of life. 


The Ie. and papers have been gaved, and we 
will know very soon if anybody is missing. I 
¢an’t say anything about that until noon.’’ 
‘*How about cargo?’’ 

‘Tl can’t say anything abont that yet, 
eitber.’’ 

‘‘What was the boat worth?’’ 

‘‘What have you = her valued at, jMr. 
Powell?’’ the Commodore asked. 

‘*Sixty thousand dollars,’’ answered Powell, 
‘*'What’s the ingurance?’’ 

‘‘Not a cent,’’ sald Commodore David- 
son. ‘*There was no marine in- 
surance on her. She was insured against 
fire for $36,000. She’salossto the full extent 
of the damage sustained.’’ 

The War Eagle was buiit here in 1876 with the 
Golden Eagle. Both were the fastest packets 
in the Upper Mississippi trade, the War Eagle 
having a record made in 1877 of one hour aud 
thirty-seven minutes between here and Alton, 
and the other boat a record of one 
hour and forty-three minutes. They 
cost $65,000 without machinery. The War 
Eagle was 280 feet long, 40 feet '0 inches in tne 
beam, and had a 6 foot hold. Her capacity was 
800 tons and she had four boilers W feet long, 
48 inenesin diameter. Herengines were out 
of the steamer Northwestern, had an 8 foot 
stroke, and worked water wheels 30 feet in 
diameter, with 134% foot buckets. She was sold 
recently with the rest of the heokuk Northern 
Line property tothe St. Louis and St. Paul 
Packet Company, in whose service’ she 
was when the accident occurred. 
Before going into the new line $10,000 of repairs 
was putonher. The price paid for her by the 
St. Paul Company was $35,000. She was due 
here to-day. No boat will arrive here now 
until the Arkansas comes down Monday. The 
Gem City leaves at4 this afternoon. Capt. 
Jere Wood was in command of the War Eagle.

Smith, Clerk ofthe U. 8S. Circuit Court, was 
found dead just outside his office door about 
half-past two o’clock this morning with a bul- 
fet through hfs head. Col. Smith has been very 
prominentin enforcing the new liquor law, 
and the opinion is universal that he was assas- 
sinated just as he was leaving his office. His 
body was cold when found. Great excitement

SENSATIONAL TRIAL. 


An Ex-Governor of South Carolina Acquit- 
ted of Murder. 


TOLEDO, OHIO, November 5.—The trial of B. 

Scott, formerly Governor of Soutn Carolina, 
forthe murder of Warren G. Drury, at Napo- 
leon, Ohio, on Christmas morning last, which 
has been in progress at that place for two 
weeks past, resulted this morning in a verdict 
of.‘‘not guilty.’’ 


On the morning of the killing Scott went toa 
store in whicn Drury was employed, in 
search of his son, who, in company with 
Diury, had passed the night in a carousal. 
and had been taken by Drury and put to bed 
inaroom over the store. Drury met Gov. 
Scottin the store and attempted to dissuade 
him fiom going by « Stairs. The latter then 
shot Drury, killing himinstantly. Gov. Scott 
maintained that the shooting was accidental. 
Able counsel] was enguged on both sides, and 
the trial created unusual interest in the com- 
munity, where Gov. Scott had been for many 
years a respected citizen. The verdict ap- 
pears to give general satisfaction.

POLITICAL. 


Confederate Bonds. 

WASHINGTON, November 5.—There has been 
considerable speculation and guessing as to 
the amount of Confederate bonds held by the 
United States Government. These bonds, to- 
gether with about $50,000,000 in Confederate 
notes, are among the captured and abandoned 
property of the rebellion in the Treasury, and 
were never counted until the last few days. 
A count shows that there are about $2,000,000 


of Confederate bondsinthe Treasury. These 
bonds were captured at different times and 
places during the rebellion, and are all duly 
signed and in proper shape, precisely as the 
bonds that are now being sold. There is no 
intention to se)]] them—nor, indeed, could this 
be done, perhaps, without the authority of 
Congress. The Confederate notes, or many of 
them, belong to the issues that were canceled 
by that Government; but many millions of do!- 
lars of them were of the issues in use at the 
end of the _ rebellion. Besides these 
bonds and notesthereis a large quantity of 
certificates of indebtedness which were issued 
bv the Confederate Government. These ‘cer- 
tificates were issued betore the Confederate 
bonds were printed and could be converted 
into bonds or money at the willof the owner. 
These certificates range trom $50 to $400,000 
and were captured at Richmond and other 
places. The offcers in charge of the division 
of captured and abandoned property say they 
do not believe there is any balance in England 
belonging to the Confederate Government. 
Among the effects in this division are numerous 
letters from Mason and Siidell, agents 
of the Confederate States abroad, and they 
were constantly begging tor money upto the 
collapse. Notwithstancing this the higher 
Treasury Officials assert that there is a baiance 
inthe Bank o! England that belonged to the 
Confederate Government,and that a little over 
two years ago secretary Sherman made acon- 
tract with a banker to collect it for the United 


States.

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Politics to be Introduced Into the Board— 
An Outrageous Political Pro- 
gramme—What the Re- 
publicans Say. 


The caucus of the Republican School Di- 
rectors at the Lindell Thursday night is at- 
tracting very wide attention. There are more 
reasons than one why their gathering is so 
noticeable. Inthe first place this is the 
first party caucus ever held in 
‘he history of the School Board. 
Caucuses have been held before, but never 
have the members of one party got together 
to hold a private meeting the object of which 
was to make arrangements to capture the 
board intheinterest ofa party. The meet- 
ing at the Lindell was intended to be entirely 
secret. Only Republicans were wanted. 


One Democrat is reported to have re- 
ceived a card, but he denies the faci. 
More than a dozenmen assembled in parlor

curred. A couple of reporters happened to 
get their ears near the key-hole, and through 
this mcans the news was given to the public.

Both expressed regret and 
surprise at learning that they had been re- 
ported dead, and made aunited and earnest 
request for me to correct the error through 
American papers. The brotherly affection, 
integrity and true manliness that kept the 
quarte’ professionally and socially intact for 
over thirty years still exists with the two sur- 
vivors, and they vésit each other constantly 
and regularly, and often dwell among their 
relatives and descendants, many 
of whom ocgupy prominent professional and

Arrival of the Great Soprano With Her 
Nicolini in New York. 


New York Special to Cincinnati Gazette, 4th. 


Adelina Patti to-day, after an abseace of 
twenty-two years, returned to this city, 
where thirty jears ago she used to creep out 
of bedto actin moonlight operas in which 
she had seen ber parents as |omz as she cou.d 
remember. Except Max Strakosh, whose 
trotber Maurice married her sister, there 
were few of her chilchoo.l’s friends to greet 
ber, and Max Strakosch didnot sce her. But 
tothe Ilujige numberof New Yorkers who 
cross the ocean annually and visit Covent 
Garden as regularly asthey go to London, 
-heis no strange and there was muca inter- 
est manifested in her arrival. 

She was welcomed back to herformer hone

meet tbe A'geria, in which Mme, Patti and 
Stxror Nicolini made the voyage, in the 
Biachbird. The reception was carefully 
plonned, but the uncertainty xbout the time 
of the Algeria’s arrival ema rassed it great- 
i. Allday Weduesday the persons invited, 
ier the most part writers for new-pipers, 
watched the bulledins for Lews tbat the

cape. A few enthusiists remained awike all 
bivit, while others hurried down t) pier 
No. 1, Kast River, at 6 o’viock this mornin, 
through mua and we’. 

At 7:50 o’clock tue Blackbird steamed 
cownthe bay, stopped at querantine, and 
two hours laterthe Alzeria arrived for in- 
‘peciion.

A WOMAN’S DESPAIR. 


How a Sinful Siren Drove a Good Wife 
to Suicide.

Yesterday the following dispatch was re- 
ceived intbis city, and has been attended 
with some very sensational developments: 

MARIETTA, O., November °3.—This city is 
shocked to-day by the announcement that 
Mrs. Capt. Nat. Earhart, wife of the well 
known cletk of the steamer Stockdale, com- 
mitted suicide lustnieght Dy Naunying hnerseif 
with atowel. Mrs. Eurfact was nvdout thiriy 
five years of axe and leaves six chiidren.

Urdoulbtedly Mrs. Earbart had been driven 
to this act through the unkhindaess and deser- 
tion efher busbancd,and the desperation 
tu Vihich she Was brougbt through the tatlure 
of al! Ler«florts to win her recreatt Lusbsud 
bach piompted this cu'’miaautiva -of Ber mir: 
ried misery. 

Iu December last Capt.” Nat. Kerhart (on 
Exrhard', as it was sometimes sp:ile!) came 
totbis ci vin company with a woman whom 
be reprcserted tobe his wife, and reated a 
shite of rooms in an’ Kast Fifth street flat. At 
thut Louse he pass¢d@ ulmeelf asa ‘*Mr. Hamp- 
ton,’ which name prsved to have been the 
malicchp nue of the woman whom he brourht 
with bim, and with whom te continued to 
live for a considerable length of time. Cais 
“omap is the daughter of Col. Hampton, of 
Gallipolis, and a sister of the Prosecuting 
Attorney of that county. Sbe is very bexuti- 
ful, thoroughly educ.ted, and with many 
plessing and striking sccomp'ishments, most 
coLspicueus amoog whch were ber remurk- 
able musical talents. Ste is 21 vears of age.

were crving for their father. This earnest 
appeal was ruthle&-ly scorned by tae heart- 
less woman, and thrust aside wuh cold dis- 
revaid. Soon afterward in last Februargs, 
Mrs. Earhart visited the cuilty couple at the 
rooms in which they were prosecuting their 
disgraceful haison, and remained nearly all 
day and until 9 o’clock at night. During 
this time she pleaded most stronygiy, as 
oply a wronged wife coulu: plead, with 
boin her busband and the woman who 
bad so crowned her life with = misery. 
but all her petitions were disregarded, 
though she begged Miss Hampton, upon her 
knees, to regard her plea and cease her sway 
over tbe husband. The. cruel woman only 
drummed cefiantly upon the piano, and 
treated the wife with the utmost disdain. At 
this time Mrs. Earhart Was soon to be con- 
fined, and Miss Ilampton, noticing this, in 
her great heartlessness, told ber that it was 
the last child she wou'ld ever bear to her hus- 
band, as henceforth he was hers ( Miss Hamp- 
ten’s), and that his future children should be 
hers # 80. 

At‘o’clock that night the wife left the 
house scecompanicd by her husband, who tovk 
her to Hunt’s Hotel, and, as thongh suddenly 
repenting of his cruelty, in the absence of the 
evil charmer, proceeded to spend the night at 
the hotel.

An ine:dent is related which occurred dur- 
ins the reridence Of the two wicked ones ia 
this city, before their illicit relations were 
exposed by the irjured wife. Miss Hamp- 
tons sister-in-law tbhuaving died, FEarhart 
buughta io bouquet of cut flowers, pre- 
sented them to Miss Uampton, and aceom- 
penied her to Parkersburg on her way tothe 
funeral. Here he lefe her, while she cvrried 
with ber the beautiful emolems and offered 
them upon the remains ofthe dead. Since 
tne expose hasbeen made Miss Lampton 
sfiirms that a'tlof her family knew of her 
reiutions With Earhart, where they were 
living, and how long the criminal! liaison had 
becnu carried on, 

Capt. Nat. Eirbart, to whom the news of 
bis wronged wife’s suicide must come with 
terrible foree, and who will have the memory 
of her and her injuries with him forthe rest 
of his days, isaiman about thirty years of 
uge. He is good-looking and genia!—sovial in 
all bis relations with others, and a jolly 
drinking, carousing character, as of almost 
necessity men of his caliber and life must be. 
He was well known to all who did much 
travel on our river, and was rendered con- 
spicuous above all other oflicers of the 
buats upon which he fran by his” clear, 
ringing langh, which, When one? heard, wis 
scarcely ever forgatten. lle was at one time 
clerk of the Emma Grabam, and at another 
ofthe Strecker, from both of which he was 
discharged on uccount of the notorious iife 
heled.

Did the Gamblers Employ it to 


Have Their Cases Ignored? 


_- — 


The Grand Jury Flatly Contradicted 
by Chief Kennett and Officer Sears. 


Who Mieled the Jury as to the 
Law? 


ee 


Chas. P. Johnson and Joseph G. Lodge 
Subpoenaed Before the Police 
Board—Startling Develop- 
ments Expected. 


The gambling question is again assuming a 
serious phase, and some new and startling 
developments may be looked for in the near 


future. An interview with the author 
of the gambling bill passed 
by the Legislature, which was 


published in a morning paper, has set the ball 
rolling at a lively gait and bas caused prepara- 
tionstor vigorous action to be taken. Mr. 
Johnson,when asked to what he attributed the 
open way in which gambling 
is being carried on, said: 
‘‘To the incapacity or wilfull deglect of the 
Police Department. Itis very easy to put it 
down—crush itout. The exercise of the least 


amount of fearless executive ability 
would close every house in  forty- 
hours.’’ When asked about the 
amount Of money the gamblers were 


making, he replied: 

‘‘Making much! Why, a prominent gam 
bler offered me a few days ago $1,000 a month 
if lwould actas his attorney and obtain for 


him the same immunity from 
prosecution or olice interference 
us another prominent house now 
running receives. Again, two others -of- 


fered one of my firm $5,000 cash and $5,000 an- 
nually forlike immunity. This shows what 
they are making. The first one I spoke of told 
me further that one house makes between $600 
and $1,000 a day.’’ 

This fact, which is a direct avowal that the 
gentleman mentioned were offered heavy 
bribes, shows that the gamblers feel the 
power which they have, and 
perfectly willing to pay 
the restoration of their ancient 
immunity. It also shows conclusively that 
something is rotten and that the gamblers 
have secured immunity somewhere from per- 
sonsin high places. 

The members of the Police Board were the 
first to take notice of the charges made. A 
meeting of the members was held this morn- 
ing, at which it was decided that 
the next meeting of the board, on Tuesday 
afternoon, should be held with open doors. 
Tothis meeting Messrs. Charles P. Johnson 
and Jos. G. Loage will be invited, under 
the provisions of section fifth of 
the act oithe Legislature creating the Police 
Board, which, after enumerating the duties of 
the Police Board, among them to suppress 
gambling, says: 

‘The said Police Commissioners, or either of 
them, sball have the power to administer oaths 
or aflirmations on the premises to any persons 
appearing or calling before them. They shall 
also Rave the power to summon and compel 
the attendance of witnesses before them, 
whenever it shall be necessary for the more 
effectual) discharge of their duties.’’ 

Under this provision of the statutes Messrs. 
Lodge and Johnson have been subpcenaed to 
uppear before the Police Board on Tuesday at 
2 p. m. to give their evidence 
in regard to the bribery mentioned 
in the Johnson interview, and all other facts 
pertaining to the case. 

MAYOR EWING 
was asked about the meeting and he replied: 


‘‘Yes, we will admit the repurters 
to the session Tuesday afternoon 
and we will hear any plan 


that Mr. Johnson may have to propose, and 
we will follow it if we can. 

‘*Will Johnson be examined in regard to the 
offersof money of which he speaks?’’ 

‘*He will, and in reference to anything else 
he wantstotell. Wedesireto make a clean 
breast of this matter.’’ 

‘*You said that he attributes the whole 
trouble to the want of backbone on the part of 
the board and said thatif other men had nold 
of the force the result would be different.’’ 


‘Oh, I Know. I guess he thinks if 
he had charge of the force he 
would do wonders,’’ said his 


Ilonor, ina toneof displeasure. ‘‘Wait till 

Tuesday, and we will see what nis planis.’’ 
The grand jury, in their report made last 

Tuesday, make tne following statement: 


‘*In all, or nearly all, of the cases ignored 
the essential and prosecuting witness was one 
and the same person—an ex-officer of police. 
This person failed to appear when called, and 
neither the summons of the Sheriff nor 
the efforts of the Police Department 
could secure his attendance or ascer- 
tain his whereabouts. We were officially in- 
formed by the Chief that said witness has left 
tne city. We had, therefore, no alternative 
but to abandon the prosecution. The few cases 
in which true bills have been returned may, 
however, be representative ones, and will, we 
think, fully test the efficacy of the new law.’’ 

The ex-ofticer referred tois Mr. Sears, and it 
will he seea thatChief Kennett.and Sears him- 
self flatly contradict the statement of the 
grand jury. 

CHIEF KENNETT

Galfielad made the offer to him, he deciined to 
gooutof the country. lUHis friends here are 
Waiting anxiously for more news, which they 
hope to get shortly, and they feel that either 
in Washington or in St. Louis Mr. Filley will 
hold the wianing hand in Missouri politics.

HON. JOHN B. HENDERSON 
this morning and asked him what he thought 
of Mr. Filley representing Missouri in the 
Cabinet. 

‘*I think that he will not represent the Re- 
publican party of Missouri at all,’’ said he. 
‘*Filley’s appointment will mean that the Ad- 
ministration means to split up the Missouri 
Republicans so that there will not be morethan 
enough left to comfortably divide the Federal 
patronage. If Mr. Filley has hts way—if heis al- 
towed to exercise his vindictiveness and malice 
as he wishes—then certainly there will be 
hardly enough left of the party to hold the 
offices in the giftofthe Government. I[ have 
nothing to ask of the Government. I asked 
nothing of President Garfeld. My name can 
not betound in any of the petitions there. 
Even if I. had the power I would be 
sorry to see a friend of mine 
accept the slavery of office- holding 
I have positively no interest in politics per- 
sonally. | want nothing atall.

I can find Democrats and Republi- 
caps who are utterly divided about finance 
and every other living issne.: Itis no longer a 
question of principle. The parties are only 
held together now by what Calnoun called the 
cohesive power of public plunder.’’

Property-owners in the neighborhood of 
Fourth and Chouteau avenue have of course 
known that the Iron Mountain Railroad Com- 
pany was quietly acquiring real estate ia that 
vicinity for some time recently, butit is only 
to-day that the real reason for these pur- 
chases has developed.

Court. Yesterday morning the Deputy Inspec. 


tor went down to the Parsons 4)! 
Company’s shop, 103 North Main, 
and inspected fifty-six barrels of 


oil 4 to the: Missouri standard, 150 degree, 
The law is very stringent that no coal oil sha). 
be sold in this State for illuminating purpose, 
which will not stand a test of 150 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Mr. McEntire in the afternoon 
went up tothe works and aftera short exam 

ination discovered workingmen at work 
pouring coal oilirto an empty barrel bearing 
the inspection brand uponit, a barrel, too, 
which had been § inspected. full of oii 
in the morning, and _ had evidently 
been emptied since. Mr. McEntire at once 
demanded an explanation, and while he was 
talking to the men the foreman of the works, 
a party named Harris, rushed down and began 
swearivg atthe menfor not painting off the 
inspection fraud. He acknowledged to the In- 
spector thatten other barrels of oil, which 
were bunged ana sealed and ready for 


shipment, were also bearing the 
wiong ’ inspection mark, and hastily 
ordered the men to paint off the brand. Mr. 


McEntire had one ofthe barrels opened anil 
took out a sample tor inspection, which ex 

loded at 113 degrees, thirty-seven degrees be- 
ow the Missouri standard. Thelaw requires 
that this description of oil should not have 
been permitted to leave the shop without the 
words ‘‘ Rejected for illuminating purposes, '’ 
plainly branded on each barrel by the Inspec- 
tor. 

A reporter went to see Mr. McEntire this 
morning and asked him about the case. 

‘*I shall swear out the warrants this morn- 
ing,’’ he said; -‘itisa very plain case. The 
law prescribes a $300 fine and one month’s im- 
prisonment for each offense.’’ 

‘*Is it possible that there could be any mis- 
take?’ 

‘‘No. The barrels were inspected in the 
morning and then emptied and filled with the 
rejected oil. If they meant to paint out 
the brands, there was no sense in paying the 
inspection fees ifthey meant to use the bar 
rels for rejected o11. Barrels are plenty, 30 that 
there is no excuse in that direction. There i- 
only one thing forthemto do, andthat isto 
plead guilty.’’ 

The reporter then saw Mr. Benj. R. Daven. 
port, whois the attorney employed by the In- 
spector in the case, and learned that there was 
no chance of escaping conviction. 

‘*‘Who are the members of the Parsons Vi! 
Company ?’’ 

‘‘T. L. Parsons, Oliver Harris, Neil Elder, 
Morris Connor and John Reeves. There are 
two cases against each of them, One for re- 
filling barrels of oil without having the con- 


tents inspected and the other for filling 
branded barrels without destroying’ the 
brands.

_ Household Recipes. 


PRINTER’S PUDDING.—One cup of suet 
chopped tine, two eggs, three tablespoonfuls 
of sugar, one cup of milk, one cup of raisins, 
one cup of currants, one-half of a nutmeg, 
two teaspoonfu|s of paking powder and flour 
enough to make a batter. Boil for two 
bours. 


ROAST PHEASANTS.—After they are pre- 
pared season with sall and pepper, roast for 
about half an hour in a hot oven,basting them 
often with butter. When done, place on a 
dish together with bread crumbs fried brown 
and arranged in small heaps. Gravy should 
be served ina tureen apart. 


DELMONICO PUDDING.—Stir three table- 
spoonfuls of corn starch into one, quart of 


‘boiling milk, and let it boiltwo minutes; 
‘beattbe yolk of five eggs with six table- 


spoonfuls of sugar, flavor and stir inthe 
corn flour. Put the whole in a dish and bake 
it. Beat the whites of the eggs and stir into 
them tbree tablespoonfuls of sugar, amd 
when well done spread on the top and bake 
a light brown. 


BROILED VENISON STEAK.—Broil quickly 
over aclear fire, and when sufficiently done 
pour over two tablespoonfuls of current jelly 
melted with a piece of butter. Pepper and 
salt to season. Another way is to have ready 
agravy of butter, pepper, salt anda little 
water. Heatthe gravy without boiling it. 
Score the steak all over, putit in the gravy 
and cover tight; keep hot enough to steam 
a Send ittothe table ina covered 

sh. 


SNOW CREAM.—Beat the whites of five eggs 
to a stiff froth, add two large spoonfuls of fine 
white sugar; alarge spoonful of rosewater, 
or pine apple. Beat the whole well together 
and add a pint of thick cream. This is very 
pice to use over grated cocoanut. Heap the 
coacoanut in the center of; a handsome dish 
and ornament with fine green leaves—peacb 
leaves for instance. Pour over this several] 
spoonfuls of the snow cream, and call it a dish 
of snow. : 

BOILED CHICKEN.—Stuff the chicken as 
for roasting. Agood dressing is made by 
chopping half a pint of oysters aad mixing 
them with bread crumbs, butter, pepper,salt, 

' water. Baste 
about the chicken a thin cloth,the inside o 
which has been dredged with flour, and put i 
to boil in cold water with a teaspoonful o 
saltin it. Skim while boiling. For a mod- 
erate-sized chicken an hour and a half or two 
hours will be sufficient. Serve with oyster 
sauce, Or egg sauce, as you prefer. 

SEVERAL WAYs OF COOKING TRIPE —Buy 
the course honey-comb tripe; put it in an 
earthen creck and cover it with vinegar and 
a little salt to season it. Keep it im the vine- 
var afew days andthen remove jt and fry 
brownin hot fat, or stew, seasoning with 
butter and pepper. Do not add any water to 
the stew. Enough liquor will cook out of it, 
if it has beenin pickle. Tnicken with a little 
flour and serve hot. It is an excellent break- 
fast dish fried or stewed. No tripe requires 
much cooking, as it is always cooked wuen it 
is exposed for sale in the market.

HINTS TO FARMERS. 


How Poultry Raising May be Made 
Highly Profitable. 


Cheese From Sheep’s Milk—Stock Wa- 
ter, Ete. 


Poultry-raising, like an y other branch of 
business, must be well managed in order to 
be profitable. Success largely depends on 
having a good location. A farmer who lives 
a long distance from alarge town will derive 
little profit from sending fowls to market, as 
the cost of packages, expressage and com- 
missions will be large. He will however. 
tind fowls profitable to raise for the supply of 
his own table, as there is difficulty in pro- 
curing fresh meaton farms during the warm 
months of the year. Generally, a farmer 
will de better by using the poultry raised at 
home and sending more beef and pork to 
market. The cost of shipping beef and pork 
is much less, as business is now conducted on 
railroads and in stock-yards. There is much 
trouble in keeping meat fresh on farms dur- 
ing hot weather, andin curing that which 
can not be consumed within a few aays after 
the animals are slaughtered. Fowls, how- 
ever, can be killed as they are wanted for the 
table without loss. Eggs can be raised with 
profit on almost any farm, as there are now 
good facilities for sending them to market ia 
carriers that insure their safety during trans- 
portation. The improved egg-carrier is of 
very great value to farmers who live ata dis- 
tance from market. Improved methods of 
shipping hive and dressed fowls must be de- 
vised before it will pay to produce them for 
market on farms that are distant from towns. 
In France and Belgium, cars specially de- 
signed for carrying poultry are runon most 
of the railroads. It is reported that poultry 


that enter Denver. Some of them contain 
several stories for the use of large shippers 
and others are fitted up to  cuon- 
taina large number of coops belonging to 
different individuals. 

Generally fowks can be produced for mark- 
et with most profit on farms locamed quite 
near large towns. Fowls to sell well must 
present a fine condition when they are ex- 
posed forsale. They should not be dressed 
long before they are offered to customers. By 
dressing them home the feathers may be 
saved, and they will be quite an object where 
a large number of fowls are killed on a place. 
By being nearamarket the prices® can be 
learned from day to day, andan advantag:> 
taken ofthe information received. One can 
also make arrangements to supply hotels, 
restaurants. boarding-houses, and private 


families, and thereby oviain retail prices. If 
one lives near alarge town he can generally 
derive the most profit from young chickens 
that are ready for the market very early in 
the season. Chickens thatare large enough 
for the gridiron in June will bring more 
money than the same birds will if they are 
kept till Christmas, or even till the following 
spring. By marketing them early many losses 
are avoided and much feed saved. By being 
near a large town another advantage can be 
secured. ‘The waste grains in elevators, the 
screenings in mills, and the corn damaged by 
fire and water can be procured at low rates. 
Much refuse meat cau also be bought at u 
nominal price frum butchers and persons en- 
gugedinsiaugh ering animals. Fresh meat 
is very desiravle for feeding fowls during 
cold weather, und the lack of success of many 
poultry-raisers is chiefly ascribed to their 
failure to provide meat in some form for 
their birds attimes when they can not pro- 
cure a supply of some substitute for it. 
Fow!s do no require to besupplied with meat 
during warm weather, asthey can, if they 
have a good range, procure all the insects 
they desire. 

lurkeys and geese are more profitable to 
raise to supply a distant market than chickens. 
The former are more in demand during cold 
weather, when poultry can be shipped to the 
best advantage and atthe leastcost. Turkevs 
are not in good condition to eat in the sum- 
mer, and geese are most desirable during 
quite cold weatber as they contain much oil. 
Chickens are harder to transport than turkeys 
and geese, and are preferred for eating during 
warm weather. Ontbisaccount it is desir- 
able to raise them near where they are to be 
marketed. If geese and ducks are raised far 
the market, only the best varieties should ba& 
bred. It costs no more to feed them, and they 
will sell fortwice as much to persons who 
know their value. Geese are not desired by 
many persons, except foreigners, chiefly for 
the reason that poor varieties are kept, 
and kept solong that their flesh is very 
tough. Most farmers raise geese for their 
feathers, and do not fatten them till there ig 
danger of deuthfrom oldage. In European 
countries, where geese and ducks are more 
generally eaten than here, they are fed liber- 
ally during the summer and fattened before 
they are old. When managed in this way their 
fiesh is ranked among the luxuries and com- 
mands « ready sale. /Poultry-raising isa 
profitable branch of business for persons of 
small capital, agd especially so for farmers 
who have help that cannot perform verv hard 
work. Much of the food consumed by fowls 
can be raised at very smali cost. Geese will 
live several months in the year on grass and 
clover, and all kinds of fowls will eat buck- 
wheat, sunflower seed, as well as the seed of 
millet, Hungarian and broom-corn. Turkeys 
can be profitably kept in the vicinity of beech 
woods, as they are very fond of the nuts, 
which are produced without cost. They want 
a wider ramge than chickens, and can not be 
Kept in confinement. 

STOCK WATER. 

Blessed is the man who has pure sparkling 
water now in abundance for his stock. 
Thousands are not so biessed. It is proba- 
ble there is much suffering which could 
bave been averted by reasonable care. A 
short time since a friend saidtous. “I don’: 
know what {am going to do for water. 1 
am afraid I’|| have to drive my stock to the 
creek, four miles away. The water in my 
pasture is about all dried up. There is 
nothing but a big mud hole where the spring 
was.” Be thankful forthe promising mud- 
hole. Wateris nigh there, was our reply. 
We advised him to set one man to digging,an- 
other to hauling stone and getting tile and 
a trough. on the spot, assuring him that if 
he would only give the water a chance it 
would flow out freely, where it was then 
forcing itself through the tempered mud. Ia 
one day’s time the man was at his wit’s end 
to know how to keep the water down in the 
pit be bad sunk until he could lay up the 
wall. Inanother day he it walled up,and the 
water flowed freely through the tile into a 
trough, where the cattle always find an 
abundance of clear, pure water. The actual 
cost of this did not: exceed $10—in fact, 
bis cash outlay was only 3—and that 
‘pring is worth that amount every day to 
his cattle. As longashe keeps the outlet 
free be will have an abundance of water. 
Now is the time for farmers to test 
these mud- holes in the pasture fields, where 
the cattle have trampled and the swine have 
wallow-d until tne soil is tempered and 
packed so water cannot flow through it. We 
know men who are spending more time in 
one week driving stock off the farm te creeks 
miles away than would be required to sink 
good springs on their farms, from which 
there could be an abundant and constant sup- 
ply of water.To be sure there are many farms 
on Which springs and wells cannot be found. 
In such cases cisterns can be built very 
cheaply. Itis betterto conduct the water 
from the roof into cisterns than to allow it to 
soak Into the ground beside the buildings

TELEGRAPH OBSTRUCTIONS. 


Ventilation in Court of the Sidewalk Pole 
Question —Lively Contest 

Judge Horner is hearing to-day the argu- 
ments upon the motion of the Mutual Union 
Telegraph Company to dissolve the injunction 
recently obtained at the instance of K. J. Lay, 
a property owner on Second and Pine streets, 
restraining the compuny trom erecting 
telegraph poles on tne sidewalk. 
Great interest attaches to this controversy 
growing out of divided expression of senti 
ment touching sidewalk obstructions in the 
shape of telegraph poles, with which the cen 
tral portion of the city is thickly stad lel 
already. The fight is inaugurated in tne na ne 
of Mr. Gay, who owns the southwest coroner of 
Second and Pine streets, but rumors ascribe a 
powerful opposition to the Mutual Union 
2OleS on the part of its creat 
msipess rival, the Western Union, backed by 
the kKnapps and other owners of down town 
property. Against the new company it is 
claimed that poles 23 inchesin diameter were 
erected onthe sidewalk at Second and Pine 
strects. leaving only a narrow space of three 
feet seven inchesin one portion and four feet 
in another for pedestrians; that the 
permit from the city was not 
obtained until after holes had been dug inthe 
sidewalk, brexaking into basement and sewer 
walls, and that, the permit tu the contrary, 
notwithstanding, the company had no rizne 
to obstruct a sidewalk whereit is shown that 
private property interests are injured thereby. 
Onthe part of the company it is contended 
that itis duly incorporated under the laws of 
this State, and that, in erecting its 
poles it was duly proceeding upon the author 
ity of the statute and the ordinance. Some of 
the work was Carried on last Sunday, andcon- 
tinned until the injunction issued. Some in- 
teresting points are raised by this litigation, 
and counsel for property-owners contend that 
arental can be enforced trom every telegrann 
company erecting poles in irout of property or 
extending wiresover it.

| The List of Unpunished Bloody Deeds 


Increased. 


John Matthaei Dies From the Ke- 
sult of Injuries ‘Inuflicted 
by Hoodlums,

Three Young Roughs Already Arrested 
for the Bloody Crime. 


Anotber murder has been added to the long 
list of black crimes that darkén the city rec- 
ords. This time the victim is an ola man,who 
was mercilessly stamped and kicked to death 
because he objected to a gang of drunkenrow- 
diesinvading his premises. John Matthaeli, 
the proprietor of Central Turner Hail, who was 
soshamefully beaten by a gang of hoodlums 
last Sunday afternoon, died at 4 a. in to-day at 
nis residence on South Tenth street. 

The particulars of the horrible outrage have 
already been described. On last Sunday af- 
ternoon a dance was in progress at the hall, 
which is situated on Tenth street, between 
Market and Walnut streets. About 5:30 p.m. 
a gang of roughs came up to the second story, 
where the hall is located, and forced their way 
in on the floor. J 

They were met near the door, and Matthaei 
insisted that the admission fee should be paid 
before the men could mix with the festivities. 
‘*Admission fee, nawthin’,’’ said one of the 
gang of six or seven hoodlums. ‘‘Wegoin, old 
map, and don’t you waste your time trying to 
stopus.’’ Theruffiansthen began to crowd 
forward,and Mr. Matthaei endeavored tocrowd 
them back towards the door. | 

In an instant three of the young fellows hat 
hold of bim. He wasthrown to the floor and 
beaten and kicked in a most shameful mau 
ner. During the scuftle Matthaei hal been 


pushed near the door. 
THE OUTRAGE CULMINATED 


in his being thrown halt way down the 
stairway that leads to the first floor. 
Jacob KoblJhauf, the carpenter atthe hall, 


attempted to interfere, but was severely beat- 
en by the roughs and was unable to assist the 
unfortunate proprietor. Mr. Matthaei ia his 
taJl down stairs struck upon his head upon the 
top of an iron plate and fractured 
the outer table of the skull. He 
was picked up insensible and carried to his 
room, where he remained inta comatose srate 
until] his death thismorning. After the entire- 
ly unprovoked assault, the roughs ran away, 
and the police have been looking for them 


dniing the past week. hohthauf, 
the carpenter, thought he mizht 
be fable @to recognize someof them, but 


be was notsure, At 5 o’clock this morning 
Sergt. Reedv, who was in charge of the Third 
District Station, received a telegram stating 
that Matthaei had died and asking him 
to arrest Frank and Ambrose McWarry, 
Jack Walsh,-alias Black Jack, and another 
young fellow named Ryan, if they could be 
tound. The young men mentioned are all 
HARD CASES, 

and from the description they were supposed 
to be the men who had done the brutal beat- 


ing. The MecGarry boys are the sons of 
a policeman in the Third District, 
and Walsh is the son of an ex-oflicer. Officer 


McGarry soon afterwards dropped into the 
station, and he brought in his two 
sons and ‘*‘Black Jack,’’ who were 
been locked up inthe same cell. Ryan was 
arrested in the western part of tue district 
and was jailed at the sub-station on Kkuaston 
avenue. 

Capt. Huebler said to a reporter that he did 
not know exactly what evidence the offizers of 
the Central District had against the men, but 
that he knew that the majority of them were 
extremely bard cases. Tne men, he said, had 
been arrested On a telegram form sergeant 
Schmittgens. 

The reporter saw the young tellows in their 
ce)i at the Third District Station. 

‘*You know what you are locked 
they were asked, collectively. 

‘*‘No. What is 1t?’’ asked 
Garry. 

‘*Matthaei. the manwho was beaten Sunday 
afternoon, has died, and you are supposed to 
have been the men who beat him.’’

He and the carpen- 
ter atthe hall were hammered by somebodvy, 
and Matthbaei was kicked and stamped on. He 
died this morning. ’’ : 

‘*so it Was the one that was kicked thnatdied, 
wasit?’’ was the answer. ‘‘Weli, wedon’e 
know anything about it.’’ 

The young men all protested that they knew 


asked 


nothing about the matter, although 
W ul-h’s last break was made 
a meditative kind of way, 


in 
which looked as it he weretrying to reimember 
just what part he tookinthe seufile. Tney 
ull treat the matter very coolly, laughing ana 
joking about the arrest, and asserting that the 
police were ‘‘away off’’ inthe arrest. 
AT THE FOUR COURTS 

it was stated that the men at the Third Dis. 
trict we1e held tor the Coroner, and that n oth- 
ing was known of the case against them until 
ufter the inquest. Capt Ilueb- 
ler does not think that the 
men arrested are the right parties, and he 
suys that he has men out searching tor some 
young fellows who live in the neighborhood of 
Twenty-first and O'Fallon’ streets, and 
that he thinks thev will 
know more about the tragedy. Itis probable 
thatthe inquest will be postponed uutil to- 
morrow to await further arrests.

QUARRIES. 


Interview With Pruf. Conover, of Madison, 
Vis. 


Prof. Allen D. Conover, of Madison, Wiscon- 
sin, isatthe Lindell. teis one of twelve gen- 
tlemen who have been appointed to get up a 
special report of the quarries of the United 
States. It was attempted at first to do 


the work along with the other parts of the 
regular census, and the enumerators wh *m 
Gen. Walker appointed were emploved. Tie 
results, however, were so meagre and uusatis 
factory that a special committee was appointed 
to do the work, under the guidance of Dr. Geo. 
W. llawes, Curator of tne Geolozical Depart 
ment of the Smithsonian Institute at Washing- 
ton. 

Prof. Conover's district includes the States 
of Illinois, Michigan and Wisconsin. The Pro- 
fessor of Geology at the Rolla School of Mines 
has charge of the work in this State. It is ex- 
pected thatthe field work will all be finished 
by tne lst ot December, and that the re- 
ports will be handed in in January. 
Prof. Conover says that it is expected that 
much information of practical utility will be 
derived from the wurk. The instructions giv- 
en wereto report upon all quarries whose 
yield averaged $1.000 a year. 

Specimens from all quarries are sent to 
Washington, there to be examined microscop- 
ically, sotbat the various qualities, such as 
resistance of cold, frost, heat. etc.. can be de- 
termined. The practical value of this infor- 
mation is self-evident. Prof. Conover leaves 
for Grand Tower to-day.
